Temporary Permits 


Showing Increase 


INDIANAPOLIS <ffk-The number 
of “permit” teachers, who do not 
hold regular teaching licenses, is 
increasing in Indiana schools. 
Wilbur Young, state superintend­ 
ent of public instruction, said 2,670 
temporary permits were issued in 
the 1954-55 school year, compared 
with 2,454 the previous year. 
“With all enrollments constantly 
increasing, it will be necessary to 
increase these permits because of 
the 
lack 
of 
regularly 
licensed 
teachers,” Young said. 
Teachers who do not have the 
required four years of college work 
for regular licenses may be granted 
temporary permits by local school 
superintendents. 
About IO per cent of Indiana 
teachers at present are teaching 
under 
the 
temporary 
permits, 
Young said. 
He conceded that “mere academ­ 
ic training does not necessarily 
make a good teacher” and that 
many of the permit holders are 
fully capable. However, he warned 
that efforts to recruit competent 
persons to the teaching profession 
must be increased.

WASHINGTON (JU — Guaranteed wages and unem -1 old, battered set.________ 
ployment insurance are not the same. They are be 
ing pulled closer together by the auto workers’ ef j 
forts to wring some kind of wage guarantee from 
the auto industry. 
This is the main difference: 
1. Unemployment insurance (hereafter called UI) j 
is money which a state gives a worker — for a lim- j 
ited time and in limited amounts — when he loses 
his regular job. 
2. The kind of guaranteed wage now in the news is 
money given by an employer — for a limited time I 
and in limited amounts 
when a worker is laid off. 
This is what the CIO United Auto Workers had in 
mind when it got its first guaranteed wage contracts 
from Ford and General Motors: 
That the guaranteed wage, when added to the UI 
which a I a id -off worker would collect, would give him j 
a figure closer to his regular pay than he would get | 
from the UI alone. 
Now it’s up to the states to decide whether they’ll 
give UI to a man collecting money from his employ­ 
er. Some states don’t permit that now. 
Unemployment Insurance 
All states, plus the District of Columbia, Alaska 
and Hawaii pay UI, collected through a tax of 3 per 
cent or less on employers’ payrolls. Amounts vary 
from state to state and so does the length of time 
each state gives these benefits. 
The UI payments have been averaging around $25 
a week. Some states pay for no more than 16 weeks, 
some for as many as 26. 
Before he can collect UI payments, a worker gen­ 
erally must meet requirements like these: almost all 
states require him to wait a week, without pay, be­ 
fore he starts collecting; he must be willing to take 
another job if ifs suitable; he may be penalized, or 
get no money at all, if he’s been fired for miscon­ 
duct. 
The Guaranteed Wage 
It is of two kinds: 
1. For years some companies — like Nunn-Bush, 
Hormel, Proctor and Gamble — have had guaran­ 
teed wage plans assuring their employes steady work 
or income. This is not linked to unemployment in­ 
surance. 
2. The Ford agreement, first for the auto industry, 
is tied directly in with UI payments. This is how it 
works: 
A man is laid off for lack of work. He can get up 
to $25 a week — many will get less — for as much 
as 26 weeks. How much he gets depends on how long 
he worked for Ford and how much he earned weekly. 
This company payment, when added to the UI pay­ 
ment he gets from the state, can, but won’t neces­ 
sarily add up to 65 per cent of his base take-home 
pay. That is, the pay he has left after federal income 
tax has been deducted from it. 
And that guarantee of 65 per cent of take-home 
pay is only for four weeks. For the next 22 weeks the 
guarantee is for no more than 60 per cent. So even 
the combined Ford-UI payment will not give a job­ 
less worker what he had earned regularly.

Unclean Equipment 


Co ntributes To A 


Po o r Quality Of Milk 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Here’s a 
warning fo r Ho o sier dairy men — 
do n’t depend entirely o n a mechan­ 
ical milk co o ler to keep the bac­ 
terial co unt do wn during the ho t 
mo nths ahead. The main facto r 
co ntributing to high b a c t e r i a l 
co unts and po o r quality milk in 
the summer is the greater co n­ 
taminatio n fro m equipment. 
Dr. F. J . Babel o f the Purdue 
Univ ersity dairy department, say s 
that mo st milk pro ducers tho ught 
mechanical 
milk 
co o lers 
wo uld 
so lv e all their pro blems and make 
it po ssible to pro duce milk with as 
lo w a bacterial co unt in summer as 
in winter. 
“ They fo rgo t,” 
say s 
Babel, “ that pro per co o ling is o nly 
o ne o f the facto rs in quality milk 
pro ductio n.” 
Washing and sanitizing practices 
that are adequate in the winter 
may no t be go o d eno ugh in the 
summer. The interio r o f the milk 
ho use and the equipment hav e a 
near perfect gro wth temperature 
fo r bacteria during the summer 
Also , many pro ducers do n’t do as 
go o d a jo b in caring fo r equipment 
in the summer because o f the 
greater amo unt o f time required 
fo r o ther farm o peratio ns. 
Babel say s using a ly e solution 
on rubber p arts and a chlorine so­ 
lution on metal equip ment is esp ec­ 
ially im p ortant in warm weather. 
Make a 0.5 p er cent ly e solution by 
adding two teasp oonfuls of ly e to 
one gallon of water, and fill or * 
soak rubber inflations and tubes in 
the nex t. This will decomp ose fat 
and p rotein on rubber surfaces, 
and keep the rubber soft and p li­ 
able. For the bactericide to be ef- 
fectime, the chlorine solution must 
be in correct concentration, remain 
in contact with all metal surfaces 
for a short time, and be ap p lied to 
a clean surface. A concentration of 
IOO p arts p er million of av ailable 
chlorine in contact with a clean 
surface for two minutes is usually 
satisfactory . Do not rinse the bac­ 
tericide from equip ment, just drain 
as much as p ossible. The small 
amount that remains will not af­ 
fect milk flav or or quality .

Scho o l Children 
Can Help Prev ent 
Accidents On Farms 


INDIANAPOLIS — “ The scho o l 
children o f Indiana can do much 
to ward rev ersing the rising rate o f 
farm accidents,” it was suggested 
here to day by Wilbur Yo ung, State 
Superintendent o f Public Instruc­ 
tio n. 
“ Mechanized farming has. been 
acco mpanied by a steady increase 
in rural accidents,” Yo ung said. 
“ We co uld ex pect so me mishaps 
because o f the rapidly gro wing use 
o f machinery in the co untry .” 
“ But the number is entirely to o 
high, as ev ery farming neighbo r­ 
ho o d kno ws. Safety o n the farm is 
just as impo rtant as safety o n the 
highway . 
“ The y o ung fo lks o n any farm 
are frequent o perato rs o f mechan­ 
ized equipment. Because o f their 
age, 
they 
can 
beco me 
skillful 
quickly , and their reflex es are ex ­ 
cellent. 
“ If we co uld make ev ery farm 
y o uth and farm girl safety -minded, 
we wo uld go far to ward eliminat­ 
ing the accidents that are inex cus-1 
able. 
“ Yo ung fo lks o n the farm can 
affo rd fine ex amples to their elders 
in practicing safety precautio ns. 
The training in safety which they 
receiv e in their scho o ls, 4 -H Club 
wo rk, and membership in such o r­ 
ganizatio ns as the Future Farmers 
o f America can be utilized to make 
ev ery Indiana farm a safe and a 
happy enterprise.” 


Don’t forget to keep the rose j 
bushes dusted or sp ray ed to p re­ 
v ent infestations with insects and 
disease. The entomology dep art- j 
ment at Purdue Univ ersity sug-1 
gests weekly dusting or sp ray ings 
with an all p urp ose dust or sp ray 
co ntaining both insecticides and 
fungicides, 'fhe ap p lication should 
be rep eated after each heav y rain.
